The following gentlemen met yesterday 
morning, in the rooms of the Chamber of 
Commerce, on First street, to discuss a 
programme for the entertainm ent of the 
Senatorial p arty : J. De B arth Shorb, A. 
H. Denker, Charles Foreman, W illiam­ 
son Dunn, H. M. Russell, B. L. Eaton, 
Fred Eaton, 0 . F. 1Aaaurr, C. Cole, Col. 
J. Ayera, A. F. Coronel, J. Mills 
Davies, ex-Governor Stonem an, Suther­ 
land H utton, T. A. Lewis and Hon. 
Stephen M. W hite. Mr. Shorb acted as 
Chairman of the m eeting and M, R. 
Higgins as Secretary. 
Several telegrams were read 
from 
Major E. W. Jones and others, which 
explained the future movements of the 
party. It was stated that from the time 
that 
the 
Senators 
arrived 
in the 
city until Monday night their move­ 
ments 
would 
bo 
entirely 
in 
the 
hands of this Committee of Arrange­ 
ment. 
In his telegram Major Jones sug­ 
gested that a trip should be taken to San 
Pedro and Santa Monica on Suuday, and 
that Monday’s progress should iuclude a 
trip through San Bernardino county. 
W ith the aid of the Southern Pacific 
and California Southern officials,'who 
were present, a programme was mapped 
out for the two days, Sunday and Mon­ 
day. It was at that time supposed that 
the party would get here last night. 
Owing to a delay at Bakersfield, it has 
fince transpired that the special train 
will not get into this city until this 
morning at 7 o’clock. This change does 
not in any way, however, interfere with 
the plans of the committee. 
At 9 o’clock this morning the Senators 
will be waited upon by the gentlemen 
named above ,as well as a num ber of 
others who have been placed upon the 
various committees of arrangem ent by 
the Chamber of Commerce. The special 
train in which the party travels consists, 
of a sleeper, a directors’ car and a bag­ 
gage car. This will be left at the Arcade 
lepot and another special train of as 
many cars as may be necessary will be 
supplied by the Southern Pacific and the 
visitors and the Reception Committee 
will go down to San Pedro. 
After view­ 
ing the harbor from the end of Point 
F irm in,the party will take a tour around 
the bay in a vesselNrhich will be in read­ 
iness. T he return to the city will be 
made about 12 and by 1 :30 the entire 
party will sit down to lunch at the Ar­ 
cadia Hotel, at Santa Monica. 
The return will be made to this city at 
4 o’clock and carriages will be in readi­ 
ness to crnvey the Senators about Los 
Angeles and its environs. The visitors 
will then return to the depot and spend 
the eight in the car. 
Monday morning early a train on the 
Southern Pacific will take the party out 
to Shorb’s winery,where they will inspect 
one of the great industries of this coun­ 
try, and will also take breakfast. At 
10:30 the Senators will alight from the 
cars at Riverside and take a long car­ 
riage ride through Magnolia avenue and 
visit Costa Banca, At 12:15 they go to 
San Bernardino and rem ain there one 
hour for lunch. The train will be tra n s­ 
ferred to the California Southern track 
and return over its line through Ray­ 
mond and Pasadena, arriving in this city 
again at 3 :30. 
A delegation of the Board of Trade of 
Santa Ana will be ready to meet them, 
and after a trip through Orange county 
by daylight the party will push on to 
San Diego. Tuesday morning they will 
visit Coronado and the Sweetwater dam , 
and on that afternoon they will start 
back towards Arizona. 
Word has been sent to the various 
Boards of Trade and Cham bers of Com­ 
merce in the cities which are to be 
visited, and at each place the Senators 
will be greeted and entertained. The 
railroad officials have done all in their 
power to forward the interests of the dif­ 
ferent sections by sending word of the 
exact time when the train would arrive. 
The Senate Committee on the Rec­ 
lamation and Irrigation of Arid Land 
consists of the 
following: Seuators 
Stewart,of Nevada; Jones, of Arkansas; 
Reagan, of Texas; Plum b, of K ansas; 
Hiscock, of New Y ork; 
Gorman, of 
Maryland, and Allison of Iowa. 
Of 
the36, only three are in the party which 
visits the city today. 
Senator W illiam M. Stewart is the 
Chairman of the committee and the 
prime mover in the “ undertaking. 
He 
was the author of the Senate resolutions 
which provided for the appropriation of 
$250,000 for purposes of investigation, 
and called the committee into existence. 
He is a resident of Carson City. Born 
in New York State in 1827, he re­ 
ceived his earlier education in Ohio, and 
went from there to Yale College. The 
gold fever took hold of him in 1850 
and brought him to California. 
For a 
short time he served fortune as a miner, 
and then began the practice of law. 
He 
was appointed A ttorney General of the 
State in 1854. 
In 1800, when the mining 
excitem ent broke out in Nevada, he 
moved to that Territory. In 1864, when 
Nevada was adm itted aa a State, Mr. 
Stewart was elected to the Senate. 
He 
was re elected in 1869, and again in 1887. 
John H . Reagan, of Texas,was born in 
Tennessee in 1818. H e received a com­ 
mon school edncation, and part of a col­ 
legiate. In 1839 he emigrated to Texas, 
and assisted in m aking it a State. 
He 
was a m em ber of the House during the 
Thirty-fifth and Thirty-sixth Congresses 
and daring the rebellion served as Post­ 
master-General of the Confederacy. After 
the war he was elected to the Forty- 
fourth and five subsequent Congresses, 
and in 1887 was chosen U nited States 
Senator. 
Jam es K . Jones, of Arkansas, is a na­ 
tive of Mississippi, where he was born in 
1830. H e received a college education 
and served through the war in the Con­ 
federate arm y. In 1873 he began the 
practice of law and became shortly after­ 
ware’ a m em ber of the Arkansas Legiela- 
ture. 
e was elected to the Forty- 
eightn and Forty-ninth Congresses and 
ir 1388 was choeen U nited States Sena­ 
tor. 
Thoro are several other members of 
the party which will arrive here this 


m orning who are members of Congress. 
Two of these, Yandever and Morrow, are 
from this Slate. Conger is of Iowa and 
paid a visit to this cPy a short tim e ago, 
and Hem phill is of South Carolina. 
There are three other members of the 
party who, in the mission which the 
committee has to fulfill, play a very im ­ 
portant part. 
Major John W. Powell, 
the director of the U nited StateB Geolo­ 
gical Survey, who has accompanied the 
c:m m ittee since it started on its jour- 
neyiDgs, has contributed, by his sugges­ 
tion and advice, to the work which has 
been done. Colonel Richard J . H inton, 
Irrigation Engineer to the United States 
Geological Survey, is known both aa a 
journalist and as an authority in his 
present profession. 
W illiam HamHton 
H all, the State Engineer, also accom­ 
panies the expedition.

U’lta t a n A a fe le n o F in d s In H la 
E a a te rn T ra v e ls . 
Dr. D. R. Brearley, of this city, is in 
receipt of a letter of recent date, w ritten 
to him from an eastern city by Mr. C. A. 
Stillson, of Los Angeles. 
A few excerpts 
from those pages, setting forth w hat sen­ 
tim ent with regard to California the 
writer finds prevailing, may be of interest 
to those who cannot go east and feel the 
public pnlBe for themselves. Mr. Stillson 
Bays: ‘ ‘It is queer how everyone I meet 
speaks of Los ADgeles and Southern 
California. 
Everybody is thoroughly 
impressed with the notion that th e cli­ 
mate there must be wonderful in winter. 
And they all anticipate a visit to that 
place. 
I judge from common rem arks 
made by all I m eet th a t never w ere 
there a country and city so well known 
or so much talked about by people who 
never have been there as Los Angeles 
and its vicinity. 
Y et they all think that 
the bottom is ont of real estate and busi­ 
ness generally, and they are surprised 
when I tell them of the new buildings 
that have been put up since the “ boom ,” 
and the fact th at Spring street property 
has sold higher since the “ bust” than dar­ 
ing the “ boom.” Everybody, no m atter 
where you go, knows all about it, and the 
tourists returning 
m ust all tell the 
same grand story about the clim ate, and 
the same bad story about the “ basted 
boom.” In any event 1 begin to feel 
th a t the story cf the “ busted boom” is 
oing to prove an actnal benefit to Los 
ngeleB, as it excites people’s curiosity 
and makes them talk of coming to invest 
a country w ith such wonderful advan­ 
tages of climate and soil, now that prices 
have gone back to norm al conditions. I 
have m et several in the past few days 
who have rem arked th at they believed 
about next winter would do to invest in 
Losángeies county. I don’t know th a t we 
ought to expect another “ boom” in con- 
eequence of this feelingj but I do feel 
satisfied th a t the people who hope to 
visit at some tim e or other the country of 
glorious clim ate” are so numerous that 
if they Bhould all start next 
week, 
and 
await 
their 
turn for tickets, 
the present railroad facilities, 
going 
and coming as fast 
as they 
could, 
would not get them all there in fllty 
years. 1 am coming back to Los Ange­ 
les a bigger bull in real estate than ever 
in its future prospects. 
That our coun­ 
try will grow to a quarter of a m illion in­ 
habitants soon, 7 am sure. That it will 
reach ?ialf a m illrm before m any years, 
is plain as daylight.” 
Mr. Stillson is not the only Angoleño 
who has m ade the eastern tour and 
thereby become a firm believer in the 
future of Los Angeles. During th e past 
quiet sum m er a great m any people have 
gone all 
over the E ast, and came 
back to withdraw from the m arket 
all their Los Angeles property. They 
are confident that in a short tim e there 
will be a renewed immigration of settlers 
here, and th a t real property is cheaper 
to-day then it ever will be agaiD. 
Among the recent returns from the 
E ast is Fred L. Alies. 
He reports a 
strong and active dem and for realty in 
all 
the 
best 
eastern 
cities. 
He 
says 
real 
property 
is 
daily 
be­ 
coming more sought for as a perm anent 
investm ent. 
8uch 
cities as Detroit, 
Cincinnati and Chicago, he says, are 
very active in the m atter of real estate 
investm ents. 
He also found a great deal 
of interest in Los Angeles wherover he 
went, and he thinks there will be a good 
deal of im provement here this fall and 
w inter, developing into a strong market 
in the spring.

W hile the dry season in Southern Cal­ 
ifornia usually embraces the months 
between April 1st ami Oci juer 31st, yet 
April always is visited by light showers, 
the average for the past twelve years 
being nearly two i oches. 
May also is 
universally marke i by lighter show&rs 
than April, the average for the twelve 
years beiDg about four-tenths of an inch. 
June is generally characterized by a fow 
very light showers, b at some years this 
m onth is devoid of a shower. July, 
August and September are the dry 
months par excellence. 
In twelve years 
July has produced showers but four 
times, August but three times and Sep­ 
tem ber but four times. It is somewhat 
rem arkable 
that 
these mid-summer 
rains 
are 
all 
in 
the 
last 
few 
years. All these rains have been in 
the laBt five yearB. 
In the seven prev­ 
ious years these months did not produce 
one shower. October is as dry as May 
as a rule, but November is an uncertain 
month. Nearly certain for some rain, 
but uncertain as to the am ount, which 
varies all the way from nothing to four 
or five inches. The average is about the 
same as that for April. 
The rain of yesterday was probably the 
heaviest midsummer downpour on rec­ 
ord. Once in 1886 in July a shower of 
.27 of an inch fell, and the same year, in 
August, there was one of .21 of an inch. 
The rain of yesterday will show a pre­ 
cipitation of probably half an inch or 
more, In places it may run up to three- 
quarters of an in ch ; and in the moun­ 
tains there was over one inch of rain. 
H ere in the city there was a light shower 
early in the morning, os there was at 
Santa Monica and other places in the 
suburbs of the city. All the morning the 
jeople thought this the end of the rain, 
>ut in the afternoon it thickened, rained 
hard by 3 o’clock, and the downpour be­ 
tween 5 and 6 o’clock was in the nature 
of a deluge. The streets all ran great 
streams of water. 
There are a few good results to follow 
such a rain. The atmosphere will be as 
pure after it as th at of the Garden of 
Eden. The dust will be laid for days, 
and the roads will 
be better for a 
month to 
como. 
The 
city streets 
will be washed clean of a great deal of 
garbage. 
But the injury will be great in 
the country. Much hay and grain will be 
caught by th e rain. The grape crop will 
be more or less injured. 
Raisins will 
suffer greatly. The cured grasses on the 
plains and hills will be the worse for the 
wetting. 
And the grass seed on those 
>astures may start, to perish in the long 
nterval before the regular rains set in.

It Will Open in the City 
Hall «Tomorrow. 


THE BOOKS AND CUSTODIANS, 


The Work of the New Board of Di­ 
rectors—How the Rooms are Ar­ 
ranged—A Great Improvement. 


The Public Library will open tomorrow 
in its new quarters in the City Hall. 
Thecbange oi system inaugurated by 
the Board of Directors to go into effect 
apon the occasion of the re-opening 
amounts to a complete reorganisation of 
the library, although the most important 
change of all, that of makiog the library 
free to all citizens of the city, has to be 
held in abeyance for the preeent time. 
The city charter under which the pres­ 
ent Board of Directors went into office 
last March provides that there shall be a 
Public Library free of access to all citi­ 
zens under such rules and regulations as 
the Directors may provide. When the 
board took charge of the library they 
fonud themselves confronted with a 
rather awkward predicament. There 
were all told, including Government re­ 
ports and other books useless for circu­ 
lation, about 6,000 volumes. Not more 
than half of these were suited to the 
needs of average readers. 
Statistics 
taken by tree libraries of cities of fifty to 
eighty thousand inhabitants show that 
the average circulation per month is 
about 12,000 volumes and that as a rule 
three or four thousand books would he 
out at a time. In short bad the 
board undertaken to carry out im­ 
mediately the letter of the provision 
of the charter, and allowed every one 
who applied to draw books, the shelves 
would have been emptied at one fell 
swoop, and the library would have 
acquired the reputation of being quite 
useless. 
The bosrd, therefore, decided upon a 
sol t of compromise. As a reading room 
the library opene tomorrow to tie gen­ 
eral public, and ample accommodations 
are provided for all who wish to make 
nee of the books. The privilege, 
of 
drawing books will, 
however, 
continue to be limited to those who pay 
dues, the same that were levied under 
the old arrangement, $1 for three 
months. 
In its first annual demand upon the 
Gity Council for funds, the Board of 
Directors set forth the injustice of the 
preeent arrangement, and begged for 
immediate relief. It was believed that 
the addition of 10,000 volumes to the 
£ 
resent number would make it possible 
) open the circulating department to the 
general public. The Couacil responded 
in proper epirit, and allowed a special 
appropriation of $10 000 for that pur­ 
pose. The money will be expended as 
rapidly as is consistent with the exercise 
of proper care in the selection of books 
to fit the needs of the reading public. 
It is quite probable that, by the first 
of the year the library will contain some 
14,000 volumes. It will still be far from 
fulfilling all that can be expected of a 
library in a city the size of Loe Angeles, 
but it will be well started on the right 
road.In every respect except the one of an 
abundant supply of books the present 
library is an admirable concern. In his 
selection of Directors Msyor Hazard 
chose five gentlemen who are not only 
well known among literary circles ss men 
of taste and judgment, but are also con­ 
spicuous in public affairs as active and 
industrious workers. The readiness with 
which the large appropriation for which 
they asked waa granted shows that they 
possess in the highest degree the confi­ 
dence of the members of the city gov­ 
ernment, and the general public, when it 
comes to look into' the arrangements 
which have been .made for the general 
nse of the library, will have every reaeon 
to feel satisfied with the work which has 
been done. 
In the selection of 
Librarian the board chose a lady who i$ 
in every way well suited to the position 
that she is to occupy. Miss Tesea L. 
Kelso has served in the public library of 
Cincinnati, and as a member of 
a special committee of the Na­ 
tional Library Association visited and 
inspected the prominent libraries of the 
)Veet. In the reolweification which she 
has made of the books, the preparing of 
new catalogues and the arranging of a 
complete and thoroughly practicable sys­ 
tem for the circulating and reference de­ 
partments and the reading-room, the new 
Librarian has established beyond ques­ 
tion her thorough capacity for the work 
to which she has been assigned. Her as­ 
sistant and co-laborer is Mies Joeie Ga- 
vitt, who was first chosen to serve as 
Librarian in 1684, and whose polite and 
kindly attention to all who patronize the 
library has made her very pleasantly re­ 
membered by the reading public. Three 
other ladies, Miss Haase, Miss Haines 
and Mrs. Will man have been appointed 
to serve as attendants, and several others 
have been eelected as substitutes to be 
put at work whenever the circulating de* 
E 
rtment is opened to the public. These 
ve been selected by a system of com­ 
petitive examinations. 
Ia the arrangement of the third floor 
of the Gity Hall the Board of Directors 
were consulted, and the rooms for the 
library were given the dimensions and 
location that was desired. There are 
two very large rooms—one on the west 
side of the building for the books, and 
one on the north side for a reading-room. 
There are alBo three small rooms in the 
corner of the building. The book-room 
is 70x50 feet. It contains twenty stacks 
of shelves, each capable of containing 
about 800 volumes. 
There is also a 
separate large case for encyclopedias 
and dictionaries. These are built of 
oak, as are all the other furnishiDgs of 
the room, and all are designed in ex­ 
cellent taste. 
There is a large oak 
counter over which all bpokB will be 
passed, as those who desire either to 
consult or draw books will not be ad­ 
mitted to the shelves, as was formerly 
the arrangement. In the lobby outside 
the counter there is a table where visi­ 
tors may consult the catalogue and write 
checks for books, and a large case with 
glass doors in which all the volumes will 
be placed. 
The large general reading-room is 
75x29 feet, and contains six reading 
tables and racks for seventy newspapers. 
There are ample accommodations for 100 
readers. Some of the newspaper racks 
are low and may be wheeled about the 
room. The lighting arrangements here, 
as in the book-room, are admirable. 
Leading out from the book-room is the 
Librarian’s room, 13x15, where will be 
kept a case of all the catalogues of the 
principal libraries of the Union, book 
lists, publishers’ catalogues, etc. All 
the rare books, special editions and 
volumes, too expensive to pat in general 
ose, are kept in this room. Beyond, in 


the corner under the tower, is the Di­ 
rectora’ room, a small apartment, 18x18. 
Here, around an immense oak table, the 
board will hold its weekly meeting. The 
shelves in this room are filled with 
Government reports and ether works of 
a similar character. 
The ladies’ reading room is situated 
between the general reading room and 
the Directora’land Librarian’s rooms. It 
is 26x29 feet in size, a light and airy 
apartment, carpeted and furnished with 
every convenience. 
The library will be open every day, ex­ 
cepting Sunday, from 9 in the morning 
until half-past 9 in the evening. On 
Sundays and legal holidays the reading 
rooms will be open from 1 p. m. till 6 
p. m. 
To draw books from the library, the 
subscriber most put his name to an agree­ 
ment to the effect that he will abide by 
all the rales and regulations, and must 
also offer security in the shape of a state­ 
ment from some taxpayer that he will be 
responsible for any books lost or de­ 
stroyed. When these forms are fulfilled 
the subscriber is given a card, which he 
must present every time that he wishes 
to draw a book, upon which the date 
when the books will fall due is marked. 
The system which will be employed in 
the numbering of the books is known as 
the Dewey decimal system. Besides being 
properly classified in the catalogue, each 
took in the fiction department will bear 
a letter and a number, as, for example, 
“F 67." Any one who wishes to draw 
a book will look in the catalogue to be 
found on the table in tt e lobby, and 
write the letter and number on a slip of 
paper, which he]pasees to the Librarian 
or an attendant. The book is brought 
to the counter and the proper entry 
made on his card. 
Ab books are fre­ 
quently out in use, the subscriber will 
do well to generally write down a num­ 
ber of different volumes on the paper 
which he submits to the attendant. 
As Boon as possible a complete card 
catalogue will be made, which will be of 
great assistance to those who wish to 
draw books and are enable to go about 
among the shelves. It is one of the 
rales of the board, by the way, that no 
oue is to be admitted behind the counter, 
except thoee connected with the library. 
The card catalogue will contain not only 
all books by title and by author, but 
also, as far as possible, by subject mat­ 
ter.The general raise of the library are 
such as are in vogue in all institutions of 
like character. Books maybe kept out by 
subscribers for two weeks excepting new 
“seven-day books,” which can only be 
kept one week. In each case they can 
be renewed for the same space of time ae 
that for which they were originally 
drawn. Books to be read in the rooms 
of the library or examined for reference 
may be had upon the deposit with the 
Librarian of a slip of paper containing the 
resident’s name and residence. In their 
pamphlet of rales the board quotes the 
following section of the Penal Code of 
the State, which needs to be repub­ 
lished for the reason that by some mys­ 
terious dispensation of Providence there 
are always people who will write |in 
library books: 
“And every person who maliciously 
cuts, tears, defaces, breaks or-injures 
any book, map, chart,picture,engraving, 
statue, coin, medal, apparatus, or other 
work of literature, art or mechanics, or 
object of cariosity, deposited in any pub­ 
lic library, gallery, museum, collection, 
fair or exhibition, is guilty of felony.” 
The Public Library of Los Angeles, 
which now bids fair soon to be an insti­ 
tution of which every citizen may be 
proud, was originally organised in D*> 
camber of 1872. It was at first under 
the control of a Library Association. It 
was located in rooms offered by Gov. 
Downey, in his block on the corner of 
Temple and Spring streets, where it re­ 
mained nntil the recent move into the 
Gity Hall. The first Librarian wss I. G. 
Littlefield. On the 1st of April, 1877, an 
arrangement was made by which it was 
tamed over to the city, and organized 
with a Board of Regents.nnder a special 
statute parsed in 1874. The old charter, 
adopted in 1878, put the library under 
the control of the City Council, and on 
January 17, 1879, P. Connelly was made 
Librarian. 
He was soon succeeded by 
Miss Mary E. Foy, who is now a teacher 
in one of the public schools. In 1884 
Miss Gavitt, the preeent assistant, was 
chosen Librarian. She held the position 
until the 1st of last January, when Mrs. 
Prescott served for a short term. 
SCHOOL BONDS CARRIED. 
A Light Vote Nearly All One Way. 
Tlse Heeult by Preclude. 
The school bond election passed off 
very quietly yesterday and at no time 
was there a line formed at any of the 
polling places. The people generally 
seemed to have lost interest in elections, 
and as there were few workers in the 
field either for or against the bonds, 
there was no activity on the streets. In 
the morning there was more opposition 
to the bonds than at any other time. At 
several places were to be found individ­ 
uals who were talking against the bonds. 
The only reason they had was that the 
sewer bonds had been defeated, and as 
the people did not want improvements in 
the way of sewers, they wanted the 
school bonds defeated. They said they 
were working to “spite” those who were 
against public improvement, and in 
some instances they managed to poll 
quite a number 
of 
votes. 
It 
was 
stated 
last 
night 
that 
the only votes against the bonds were 
thoee cast for the above reaeon. During 
the afternoon the opposition to the bonds 
gave way, and the “spite” workers de­ 
parted. After this, however, the voting 
was lighter than ever. The rain came 
on, and from 3 o’clock nntil the pollB 
closed not more than one-tenth of the 
total vote was cast. There was no trouble 
at any of the precincts, and the police­ 
men found that time hung heavy on their 
hands. The count was completed within 
an hour of the time the polls cloeed, and 
the result showed that the bonds had 
carried by a large majority.

ARID LANDS. 


Report of Register H. W. 
Patton on the Subject. 


STOEAGE KESEKVOIHS NEEDED. 


A Document For The Senate Com­ 
mittee to Study Carefully—The 
Probable Benefits. 


In order to enable tho Arid Land Com­ 
mittee of the United States Senate, in 
regard to which an article will be found 
in another column, to come to a proper 
understanding of the needs of this sec­ 
tion in the shortest possible time, Mr. II 
W. Patton, Register of the United States 
Land Office in this district, has prepared 
a report which is accompanied by a map, 
both of which will be turned over to the 
Senators today. The report is as follows: 
Gentlemen of the Arid Land Committee of 
the United States Senate: 
At the «quest of the President of the 
Chamber of Commerce of this city, I 
take pleasure in submitting to you a few 
figures in regard to the desert lands of 
the Los Angeles land district. 
The Act of Congress under which you 
gentlemen are prosecuting your inquiries 
would seem to, in a measure, confine 
your work to a consideration of the lands, 
arid in character, which still belong to, 
or are likely to revert to, the Govern­ 
ment. 
It is of such jands within the limits of 
the Los Angeles land district that I shall 
treat. My object will be to show you, 
by meane of a map which I have had 
made, ranges of mountains containing 
many reservoir sites so sloped by nature 
that only supplemental work will have 
to be done by man to make them catch­ 
ment basins of vqst capacity; to show 
you the streams and water sheds which 
will furnish the water for filling the stor­ 
age reservoirs, and to show land lying 
under them belonging to the National 
domain upon which this water can be 
conducted, and thns the value of the 
lands be increased from nothing per acre 
to $ltK) per acre. 
As to the 
COST OF THE WORK 
To be done by the Government in this 
district, it is impossible for me to furnieh 
an estimate, but it is not beyond my 
wildest hopes to convince you that the 
Government will receive in actual cash, 
through this land office, at the legal 
price for land, every dollar expended in 
the work done here, while at the same 
time $200,000,000 will be added to the 
assessment rolls of the several counties 
of this district. 
As for the benefit of irrigation, other 
gentlemen will see to it that you are 
thoroughly informed, and visits to places 
where you will see land on one slae of a 
ditch too high for the water to reach, 
worth 75 cents per acre, and land on the 
other side of the ditcb, whereon water 
can be and is conducted, worth $1,000 
per acre, will have a very conviacing 
effect. 
Fortunately, the Los Angeles land dis­ 
trict contains more desert land suscep­ 
tible of irrigation Chan all the rest of the 
State. 
I say fortunately, because now 
that the Government haa taken this 
matter in hand, our people have reason 
to believe that every acre of this now 
desert land will be reclaimed and put in 
a productive condition. 
From a careful examination of the rec­ 
ords of this office, Í find that in this dis­ 
trict there are 13,156,000 
ACBEB OF ARID LANDS, 
Divided into three bodies: 
Acres. 
Mojave Desert......................................... 6,302,000 
Colorado Desert 
........................... 4,699,000 
Antelope Valley.......................................2,185,000 
These are lands which can be entered 
under the Desert Land act as lands 
“which will not, without artificial irriga­ 
tion, produce agricultural crops in ordin­ 
ary years.” Under the provisions of this 
act a person can, by paying twenty-five 
cents per acre on single-minimum land, 
or fifty cents per acre on doable-minimum 
land, enter not to exceed 640 acres; and 
if he conducts water on the same and 
reclaims it to 6uch an extent that it will 
raise crops, he shall have the privilege, 
within three years, of proving up on saia 
land, and by paying an additional $1 or 
$2 per acre, as the land may be single or 
double minimum, receive a patent there­ 
for.That there is much land of this char­ 
acter in the Los Angeles land district is 
evidenced by the fact that 768 persone 
have found in this district 333,181 acres 
of land which they thought 
COULD BE RECLAIMED, 
And have paid into the land office $99,­ 
617.05 in first payments for such entries. 
It may be surprising to know that out of 
the large number of entries—768—only 
twenty-three persons have proved up, 
and the Government has only parted 
with title to 6,627 out of the total num­ 
ber of acres entered. The remainder of 
the 333,181 acres has either reverted to 
the Government because ol t: e failure of 
the parties to reclaim, or will shortly re­ 
vert because the work of reclamation is 
too expensive for private enterprise. To 
sum it up briefly, the Government has 
received from the people cf the Los An­ 
geles land district $92,989 for firBt pay­ 
ment on desert lands, and the Govern­ 
ment still has the land. 
“In this connection I trust it will not 
be deemed indelicate to indulge in the 
hope that, inasmuch as the Government 
haa secured this large sum frpm the 
people of this land district, on account of 
desert lands, and the people have not 
been benefited thereby, a proportionate 
sum of th e money appropriated for but- 
veys be expended down here, and an 
investigation of our wants be made by 
the consulting engineers. It is a matter 
of reciprocity, and will be greatly to the 
advantage of the people ana the Govern­ 
ment. 
NOT A DISCOURAGING SI6N. 
It must not be taken as a discouraging 
aign that so few final entries of desert 
land have been made. It íb purely a 
question of expenditure, and the class of 
people who seek to obtain title to land 
under the beneficent laws of the General 
Government are unfortunately not 
wealthy, and the reclamation of even a 
section of desert land is a work of some 
magnitude and considerable expense. 
What would be a comparatively easy 
task to the Government, where there are 
many thousand acres to be irrigated, be­ 
comes very onerous to the man who tries 
to put water on 040 acres of land. 
Fortunately, however, the reclamation 
of desert land has been successfully 
tested in this district, and all difficulties 
have been met and overcome. In town­ 
ship 4 north, of range 9 west, two gentle­ 
men of this city, Messrs. Rowan and 
Bent, entered about 1,000 acres of desert 
land and proceeded to take water out of 
Big Rock Creek with which to irrigate 
it. When their proof was presented it 
showed that these gentlemen had ex­ 
pended over $10,000 in developing and 


piping water to the land claimed by 
them. I understand that they have 
lately sold their land for $30,000. This 
is land which cost $1.25 per acre, and 
which, after an expenditure of $10 per 
acre to get water on it, sold for $30 per 
acre—rather a good profit, and an in­ 
vestment that could commend itself to 
any careful business man. But when it 
costs a private individual $10 ner acre 
to irrigate land, the Government could 
do it for $1 or less per acre, because the 
Government would deal with larger 
tracts. 
About four years ago some gentlemen 
entered desert land and began develop­ 
ing water in Cottonwood cat.on, situated 
in township 10 north, of range 15 west. 
I paid a visit to the ditch when the 
water was turned into it, and it was a 
sight to make the heart glad. There 
could not have been less 
than 
1,200 inches of water flowing in the 
ditch, and where water was taken oat 
and put upon experimental crops the 
effect was wonderful. But all this came 
to naught, for in the summer season the 
water ceased to flow and the crops died. 
Now, there was no question of the 
quantity of water, because it was 
superabundant in the winter season, 
and there was no question of its ef­ 
fects on the crops. 
It was simply 
QUESTION OF STORAGE 
And reservoirs could have been built, and 
the water saved and brought into use 
when reeded; but the funds of the com­ 
pany gave out, and the lands reverted to 
the Government. In my judgment, a 
reservoir could be constructed to store up 
the water flowing in that cafion, and, by 
using it economically, a supply sufficient 
for the irrigation of 50,000 acres of land 
saved. 
In townehip 11 north, of range 14 west, 
eighteen sections of desert land have 
been entered, and an effort made to get 
water out of Oak creek with which to 
irrigate this land. 
The time al­ 
lowed by law for reclamation has 
expired, and the gentlemen making 
these 
entries 
are today asking 
the Government for an extension 
of time of one year in which 
to comply with the law. If the Govern­ 
ment had this work in hand it could 
BUILD A DAM 
And reservoir, catch the water of Oak 
creek and reclaim 100 sections of land in 
that vicinity. At the Government price 
of $2 50 per acre, the United States 
would receive $160,000, the land would 
be worth $2,000,000, and the country 
would be that much benefited. 
The map which I preeent to you care­ 
fully defines the d^ert area. It also 
shows the mountain ranges surrounding 
these desert lands. In those mountains 
are innumerable cations capable of being 
made reservoirs, and through them are 
thousands of acres of lands, now worth­ 
less, that with water would be of great 
value. 
I don’t think I am extravagant in 
saying that in this district there are 
4,000,000 aerea of land which can be 
reclaimed without extraordinary ex­ 
pense, and the people will cheerfully 
pay the Government $10,000,000 for 
these lands. The matter resolves itself 
into a pure business proposition. Gan 
the Government afford to expend $5,000,­ 
000 in this district, receive a direct return 
of $10,000,000 and add $200,000,000 
to the assessment rolls of Southern 
California.

Friday at 5 o’clock, indictments were 
handed to Clerk Dunsmoor by Judge 
Cheney with instructions that bench 
warrants be issued for the arrest of four 
persons charged with crime.

There is but 
two ways to salvation: either the cafion 
mast be fenced up so as to bar out all, or 
the pipe lines must be extended to the 
falls.—[Pomona Register.

*bat appeared to be a fangos growth on 
the root jemt below ,the sanaca, of a 


whitish color; this in some cases as large' 
as an egg. On cutting this away he dis­ 
covered small white worms within it, 
which had evidently done the mischief. 
All these warts he carefnlly cut off, 
poured in the lime and replaced the 
earth. After two years he finds that the 
disease has not spread at all on his place, 
while his neighbors have suffered much 
more severely. Rev. Chas. Button’s 
place adjoining was treated with the 
lime also, and has likewise escaped. 
This ought to be generally known.—

The noTcm rnt for a National Sun­ 
day L a w . 
E ditors H erald—The agent of the 
American Sabbath Union is here, and he 
is here for the purpose of inducing the 
people of Loe Angeles to vote away their 
liberty as American citizens by signing 
a petition to Congress asking the adop’ 
tion of a National Sunday law. 
The facts of this issue are that when 
our National Constitution was framed, it 
was intended to have it stand separated 
from all questions of religion, and the 
wisdom of the fathers of the republic in 
framing it has been shown by the fact 
that during the nineteen yeais ifince 
1870, 310 amendments to the con­ 
stitution have been offered,none of which 
however, have been adopted, and had it 
not been for the way in which they fenced 
it in it would have been ere this so bur­ 
dened with outré amendments that its 
framers would not recognize it as the 
Constitution of a free people. The legis­ 
lation which the American Sabbath 
Union wish to have adopted is simply a 
union of state and church, and no amount 
of contradiction can make it anything 
else. They want to get the nation by 
law to commit itself to the defense of 
religious observance, so they can punish, 
as in the days of the inquisition and 
the 
dark 
ages, 
those who dis­ 
agree with them. 
For the state 
to allow itself to be dictated to by the 
church, as is here proposed by the Am­ 
erican Sabbath Union, is to render the 
church superior to the civil power, and 
which can end in nothing but the worst 
of religious despotism. Our Constitution, 
as it is, has for more than one hundred 
years proven to the world to have worked 
setter than any constitution that any 
government ever had. It affords pro­ 
tection alike to the Christians who wor­ 
ship God on Sunday, the Greeks on 
Monday, the Persians on Tuesday, the 
Assyrians on Wednesday, the Egyptians 
on Thursday, the Turks on Friday, 
the Jews, the Seventh Day Advent­ 
ists and the Seventh Day Baptists on 
Saturday, while the freethinkers, the 
infidels,'the agnostics, the atheists and 
the Spiritualists, who worship as they 
please and whom they please, receive the 
same protection. 
The population of the United States is 
made up of every nation under the sun, 
each and every one of whom has just as 
much right to establish hin Sabbath by 
law as the Christian has, and the right to 
enjoy his religion without aekiDg priest 
or President, or even a majority of reli­ 
gious fanatics. To sign such a petition 
would be permitting our political, civil and 
religious liberty, of which Americans 
boast so much about, to be trampled 
under foot. The Government has noth­ 
ing to do with religious beliefs and in­ 
stitutions. 
The work of the Christian church is to 
preach the gospel of Christian religion 
according to the Gospel as taught by the 
Christian Bible, and the same can be 
said with regard to all other religions, 
while the work of the state is to super­ 
vise the life of the citizens who live un­ 
der its Government. If theology is free 
on Sunday so should pleasure be free. If 
the temple of dead may open its doors 
so may the temple of live issues. If the 
images and pictures in the cathedrals 
may be looked upon, so may those 
in the art gallery. If the church has a 
right to disturb the people with her 
clangor of bells on Sunday morning, the 
bands in the parks should have the right 
to entertain with inspiring music on Sun­ 
day evening. If those of the Christian 
belief choose to attend church and see 
the preacher present the bible, those of 
other beliefs should have the same right 
to visit the seashore and see the waves 
beat the beach. Desperate and persist­ 
ent efforts are now being made by a ma- 
ority of the ministers to engraft 
aws 
into 
our Constitution em­ 
bodying a denial of these privileges. 
Are we going to accept this edict of slav­ 
ery, promulgated by Constantine, that 
imperial bu'oher who deluged the Ro­ 
man empire with blood; who threw his 
captives to wild beasts; who killed the 
husband of his sister and the father of 
his wife; who tore from the arms of a 
pleading sister bis eleven-year-old 
nephew and murdered him ; who plunged 
his wife into a bath of boiling water; 
who consigned to a cruel death his own 
innocent son, and who is the creator and 
only authority for the 
Christian 
Sabbath ? 
Sunday is a word not 
found in the bible, nor is there any 
authority for it, not even from Christ or 
the Apostles, nor from the theological 
scholars, either ancient or modern. 
Luther, Calvin, Knox, Bucer, Erasmus, 
and many other writers of reformation 
fame did not recognize Sunday as a day 
of religious observance, but only as a 
command of Constantine, and for this 
they gave but little consideration. It is 
now within our power to say whether the 
nation has a right to imprison her citi­ 
zens on 8unday, and force them to ob­ 
serve that day as a religious worship.

THE ( ITY SEWAGE. 
Report that the South 8l*e Irriga­ 
tion Company W ill Vive It Up.

R e c l a m a t i o n o f A r id L a n d s . 
We direct attention to a report in 
other columns of Mr. H. W. Patton, U 
8. Land Register, on the subject of 
deeert lauds susceptible of irrigation in 
this Land District. 
Mr. Patton shows 
th at there are 13,156.000 acres of arid 
lands in this district, at least four mil­ 
lions of which can be irrigated. All these 
lands belong to the Government, and it 
would be a profitable undertaking for the 
G overnment toiurnieh the reservoirs and 
ditches necessary to reclaim them . Mr 
Patton also shows that under the Desert 
Land act, out of 333,181 acres that had 
been entered, and first paym ent made 
upon the same, only 6,627 acres have 
been finally proved up and paid for. 
From this source the Government has 
received 192,989 in first payments, all of 
which have been forfeited and the land 
thus entered has reverted to the public 
domain. As most of this desert land is 
on the Mojave, it is hardly necessary to 
say 
to 
any one 
who 
is 
familiar 
with 
this 
eection 
that 
it 
could 
all have 
been 
irrigated 
if 
works 
for 
that 
purpose 
on 
a 
large 
scale 
had 
been 
organized 
and 
carried out. 
But individual locators 
could net do this, and capitalists would 
not advance money for the purpose. 
The Government, however, would take 
no risk in supplying water to these lands. 
I t would be more than recouped in the 
sale of them, and the benefit that would 
arise in the enhanced value of the lands 
to the purchasers is simply incalculable. 
M r. Patton estimates that the 4,000,000 
acres of desert land that can be irri 
gated at an expense of $5,000,000 would 
return into the treasury $10,000,000. 
W ithout irrigation it will forever rem ain 
valueless. We can well understand that 
it is not desirable that the Government 
should more than reserve, survey and 
point out the points of vantage for storage 
of water and distribution, leaving private 
and corporate enterprise to practically 
carry out the work ; but in places where 
all, or nearly all, the land to be re­ 
claim ed belongs to the public domain, it 
would be proper for the Government to 
undertake all the work of reclamation. 
It would risk nothing in doing so in the 
Mojave desert, and would make homes 
for thousands of families, besides demon­ 
strating the practical method of carrying 
out the best system of storage and distri­ 
bution. 
The Arid 
L and Committee arrive 
here this morning. For two days they wil! 
be in the kandn of our local committee, 
who will take them to places whore they 
can Bee for themselves the best resulto 
of irrigation. They will be shown lands 
rich in production and covered with 
flourishing towns and palatial homes 
w hich 
but a 
few yearB 
ago were 
mere 
sheepwalks. 
These marvelous 
transform ations 
have 
been 
caused 
by 
irrigation. 
Indeed, 
they 
will 
realise wherever they go in this Southern 
country that irrigation has turned it 
from a mere cattle range into orange 
groves, 
vineyards and valuable fruit 
farm s. If they w ant results, they may 
see them here. 


T k « S c h o o l B o n d s V o te d F o r . 
There was a slight development of op­ 
position to the school bonds Bhown by 
the vote yesterday; bnt it seemed to be 
a spite vote, cast by extremists who were 
exasperated because the sewer bondB 
were defeated on Friday. These absurd 
fellows gave reasons for their votes, and 
their logical caliber may be “ sized up' 
by repeating w bat some of them said as 
they voted: “ No sewer bonds, no school 
bonds." 
The vote was 2,663 for the 
bonds, and 468 against. 
The total vote 
was very light, for the reason that no 
one had the slightest idea that they 
would not carry, and therefore only those 
who could cast their ballots without 
going to any trouble went to the polls. 
The bonds that will be issued in conse­ 
quence of yesterday’s vote will enable 
the Beard of Education to increase onr 
school accommodation to such an extent 
th a t all the children in the city will be 
enabled to put in full school time. Los 
Angeles has always been liberal in its 
provisions for public education. 
The 
abnormal accession of population the 
past few years “ snowed" our school fa­ 
cilities under, so to speak, for a time, 
and we were unable to keep pace in 
buildings with the increase of school 
children. 
B ut with the money now 
available, we shall be able to accommo­ 
date all comers. 
It is adm itted on all 
hands th at the public schools of this city 
have been well and carefully managed, 
and that the corps of teachers in charge 
of the classes have been distinguished 
for their proficiency. 
Now that all ap­ 
plicants for adm ission will be received 
and have the benefit of fall-time tuition, 
a most im portant factor in inducing fam- 


NEATLY CAPTURED. 


T u b Australian ladybug has so m ulti­ 
plied that there are millions of them now 
doing the beneficent work of destroying 
the white scale in the orchards of this 
county. 
Kercheval informs us that four 
hundred colonies of the vedoJia have been 
distributed to orange-growers and others, 
and that the dem and has been so far sup­ 
plied as to leave no orchard of im port­ 
ance without them . 
Colonies have been 
sent to Mr. E l wood Cooper, at Santa Bar­ 
bara and Professor Reaves at Monteeito, 
whero the scale has made its appearance. 
The Commissioners are now turning their 
attention to the red scale. This insect 
has done considerable damage in num ­ 
bers of places; bnt recently an enemy 
made its appearance in the Sierra Madre 
Villa orchard. 
A few days since the 
Commissioners, 
accompanied by 
In ­ 
spector Compere, Professor Coquilette, 
Mr. Alex. Craw and Professor H enry, 
of the Madison, W isconsin, U niversity 
visited the Villa and Santa Anita for the 
purpose of gathering specimens of this 
red scale parasite and studying its habits. 
They found that it had done good work in 
the Villa trees, having rid Mr. Cogswell’s 
orchard almost entirely of the red scale. 
The parasite is a very 6mall insect. 
A 
quantity of them were gathered, and Mr. 
Kercheval will experim ent with them to 
see if by propagation enough can be had 
to distribute am ongst tbe affected or­ 
chards. There is a diversity of opinion 
amongst those who have studied their 
habits as to w hether they will propagate 
fast 
enough to m eet 
the 
wants of 
the orchardists. 
If the Commissioners 
can achieve satisfactory results with this 
new parasite, it will complete the work of 
ridding our fruit trees of their last enemy. 
We understand th a t som eorchardists are 
very successful in fightiDg the red scale 
wi<h a resinous wash. Those who have 
kept it down by this process will have 
little difficulty in thoroughly eradicating 
the pest when they receive colonies of 
the new-found enemy.

THE HISTORY OF HIS EXPLOITS. 


He Robbed Ju st One StAge Too Many. 
The Gogebic Robbery Was 
His Last. 


S ome of the sewer bondists do not take 
their defeat with that good nature and 
bonhomie 
which should characterize 
American citizens when 
they 
have 
hazarded their judgm ent to the arbitra­ 
m ent of the ballot and lost. They seem 
to feel unusually sore, and are as grouty 
and unam iable as if they had been 
drawn through a sausage machine. 
We 
would like to see them take their defeat 
more 
philosophically; 
but 
we are 
not going to waste any sym pathy upon 
them. 
When m en act in this way they 
make themselves ridiculous. 
Who are 
they th a t they should arrogate to them ­ 
selves a keener prescience and a more 
perfect judgm ent than their eqnal fel­ 
low citizens ? This is a free country with 
a free ballot, and the man who cannot 
lake its decision as well when it is 
against him as w hen it is with him had 
better change hie nationality. 
W hen

the sewer election went, and declare 
that they will stand aa a solid wall 
against any alternative proposition, they 
act like lunatics, not reasonable beings.

M arq u ette, M ich., August 31.—Red­ 
mond Hol/.hay, the Gogebic stage rob­ 
ber, was captured at Republic, in this 
county, this morning. The method by 
which the capture was effected was as 
clever as tbe bandit’s own exploits have 
been daring and astounding. There is 
no doubt whatever th at Holzhay is the 
same m an 
who startled 
the 
entire 
Northwest about two m onths ago by go­ 
ing, single-handed, through a train on 
the Milwaukee and N orthern railroad at 
Ellis Junction, Wisconsin, and levied 
tribute on a score or inore passengers 
that a few w e e k s later rode up to a B tore 
in a small country settlem ent and, at tbe 
muzzle of a revolver, compelled tbe pro­ 
prietor to contribute the contents of his 
safe, and still later held up a train on the 
Wieconsin Central 
railw ay. Holzhay 
was brought to this city at 2 p. m. today 
and incarcerated in the County Jail. 
HIS RECENT WANDERINGS. 
To an Associated Press reporter he 
said he had made for the thick w o o d s 
immediately afterjhe stage robbery. He 
pushed rapidly eastward and struck the 
D uluth, South Shore and Atlantic rail­ 
way about fifty miles east of N estoria; 
there he boarded a train and rode to 
Champion, the northern terminus of the 
Milwaukee and Northern. Republic lies 
ten miles south of Champion, and to thet 
point Hol/.hay made his way afoot. lie 
applied at the Republic House for lodg­ 
ing and was assigned to a room. 
It was 
about 6 o’clock yesterday afternoon when 
he 
arrived 
there. 
He 
ate 
sup­ 
per 
and 
an 
hour 
later 
was 
shown 
to his room. 
The landlord 
obterved his striking harm ony with the 
description of the Gogebic stage robber, 
and informed the village M arshal, who 
also had been notified by E . E. Weiser, 
a Justice of the Peace. 
Weiser had met 
the m an on the street. The Marshal 
notified Deputy Sheriff John Glode, and 
together they went to th e hotel. Finding 
the landlord already suspicious, their 
own suspicions were confirmed, but they 
decided not to disturb the stranger in his 
room. They were certain he was well­ 
arm ed and would shoot if disturbed. It 
was therefore considered best to wait 
until morning and a plan of capture was 
quickly determ ined upon. 


HOW H E WAS CAPTURED. 
Holzhay arose at 6 o’clock, ate a light 
breakfast and paid his bill. 
He had a 
checkered quilt rolled up and bound with 
a sm all rope. In this improvised “ grip" 
he carried a change of clothing. 
Sling­ 
ing the bundle over his shoulder he 
started off intending to make for a Wis­ 
consin lum ber camp. 
Officers Glode and W eiser were await­ 
ing his appearance on the street. They 
were dressed in citizens’ clothing to avoid 
arousing suspicion. 
As Ho'zhay ap­ 
proached them they walked toward him, 
apparently 
engaged 
in 
conversation 
and paying no attention to the stranger 
at all. W hen they came near they 
parted to allow Holzhay to pass between 
them. No sooner were they abreast 
than the officers seized their man, one at 
each arm and shoulder, and threw him 
to the pavement. 
Holzhay struggled 
and tried to reach his hip pocket, and 
nearly succeeded in doing so. At that 
moment Policeman W halen came up, 
and with his stick gave the prostrate 
man a rap on the head which quieted 
him , and he made no farther resistance. 
Handcuffs were then applied, and the 
terror of Northern Wisconsin and Michi­ 
gan was secure in the hands of the law. 
A purse found on H olzhay’s person 
bore the nam e of A. Fleischbein in large 
letters on thejinside cover. Fleischbein 
was 
the 
man 
who 
was 
killed 
during the attack upon the stage. 
He 
also had two other pocketbooksand three 
revolvers and three gold watches. 


HIS LAST n O lD U P. 
There were four prom ineut people in 
the Gogebic stage when it was robbed, 
Donald Mackerchar,of the First National 
Bank of Minneapolis; A. G. Fleischbein, 
of Belleville, Illinois; A lbert Rantoul, of 
the Bank of M ontreal, Chicago, and 
W illiam Paddon, also of Chicago. When 
he stopped the stage and demanded that 
the party “ cash in," one of them began 
firing at him . The robber returned the 
fire. 
Meckerchar was badly wounded 
but 
will 
recover. 
Fleischbein 
was 
hit twice and fell out of the coach. While 
the horses dashed away with the rest of 
the party, the robber went through him 
and disappeared. 
Three hours later

H avana, brought, besides other passen­ 
gers, a gentlem an who had witnessed 
the execution in that city by the Spanish 
arm y of 
a conscript soldier named 
Agullo. Agullo’s offense was the m urder 
of his commanding sergeant. A Timet- 
Democrat reporter obtained from the 
gentlem an a description of the military 
execution, which took place at Fort 
Principe: 
“ I saw Agullo as he stood directing 
the soldiers to aim at his head and heart 
on the morning of the execution,” said 
the gentleman. 
“ It was 6 o'clock, on 
the elevation of Princple, whose crest is 
crowned with th at gray granite fortress 
and from which point the harbor view is 
grand, that Agullo, casting one fleeting 
f 


iance to wave-lapped Moro, fell pierced 
y the three bullets in his head upon the 
narrow paiapet of F ort Principe. 
One 
bullet of the four destined for him sped 
wide of its mark, wounding an officer to 
the rear of him and near th e fort. 
“ Agullo was a m an of magnificent 
physique, six feet tall, fine head, brilli­ 
ant eyes, and a face denoting gentle birth 
and refined intelligence. 
H is long, mili­ 
tary step, as he m arched to the point of 
his execution in the equare formed by 
the corps of engineers, in which he was 
enlisted, of artillery, cavalry, volunteers 
and infantry, caused m urm urs of adm ira­ 
tion to rise to the lips of the 5,000 spec­ 
tators, curiously brought together to wit­ 
ness the stern sentence of the military 
court. 
“ Ab he stood, the central point of all 
eyes, dressed in th e fatigue uniform, 
striped trousers and cap, directing his 
fellow-soldiers to aim with surety, the 
sad contemplation of a life which in other 
fields may have led to a successful career, 
broke in upon the spectator with harshest 
feeling. There is no telling what grief­ 
laden hearts beat w ith suffering throbs 
in far-away Spain, innocent victims alike 
w ith their soldier sons compelled to serve 
the hated conscription in Cuba. But such 
is often the case, and this poor Agullo, 
sm arting under the overbearing sergeant 
who fed him his food ill insult as to a 
dog, burning under the adverse fate, 
became the assassin and slew his victim 
n hen asleep. 
“ The prisoner’s hours before the exe­ 
cution were spent in calm , deliberate 
consideration. 
H e had begged a friend 
to write to a brother and sister telling 
them of the close of bis life, and altering 
his will by bequeathing a small house in 
Spain to his sister, which in a previous 
docum ent he left to his brother, and 
spent much tim e in religious exercises. 
“ At 5 o'clock in the morning large 
crowds began steadily to wend their way 
toward Custello Principe. Señor Elias, 
Chief of Police, and the Colonel in com­ 
m and inspected the square formed by 
the military on the northw est quarter of 
the esplanade, in the direction of the 
chorera. 
The condemned soldier, accompanied 
by the Brothers of C harity, saluted each 
onlooker with his farewell, and defying 
death, stood at th e spot where a post 
had been placed for him to lean on to 
await his doom, w ithout one quiver of 
nervousness. 
He was heard to rem ark: 
‘I was a coward. 
I killed him while he 
was asleep. T hat was badly done.' 
In 
the preparations going on around him he 
took active interest in the direction of 
one thing and another, and then calling 
a sergeant from some distance, bad him 
good-by. 
“ W hen the soldiers advanced to place 
the bandage over his eyes he told them, 
putting his hands across his 
face: 
‘ There is no necessity of bandaging my 
eyes, but if absolutely necessary I will 
bandage tbem myself.’ H e took his 
own handkerchief for this purpose and 
loosely tied it so th a t he could see over 
the edges. This he was told would not 
do, and for th e first tim e his fingers 
shook under the strain upon his feelings, 
and one of the chaplains stepped for­ 
ward, securely knotting the enas of the 
bandage, and firmly pressing down bis 
cap to hold them in position. 
The 
soldier kissed the cross as his last 
glimpse of earth was taken, and saw 
the four soldiers bad come closer to 
him , as he requested that death might 
be quick and certain. 
They had pre­ 
viously been the

These four soldiers had been given a 
cigar each and some money by Agullo. 
Disregarding the special plea of Agullo, 
these four men, as they looked at the 
livid countenance and eyes of feverish 
blaze when the request was made to 
come closer and closer, were visibly die 
turbed. Agullo could touch the muzzles 
of the pieces. 
Standing close to the poet 
placed to support the prisoner, at the 
order ‘kneel’ he quickly sank to his 
knees. Then the four shots irregularly 
rang out, and the body leaning against 
the post fell to the ground dead.—[New 
Orleans Times-Democrat.

NEATLY CAPTURED. 


R e c la m a t io n off A r id L a n d s. 
We direct attention to a report in 
other columns of Mr. H. W. Patton, U. 
8 . Land Register, on the subject of 
deeert lands susceptible of irrigation in 
this Land District. 
Mr. Patton shows 
th at there are 13,156,000 acres of aiid 
lands iu this district, at least four mil­ 
lions of which can be irrigated. All these 
lands belong to the Government, and it 
would be a profitable undertaking for the 
Government to furnish the reservoirs and 
ditches necessary to reclaim them . Mr. 
Patton also shows th a t under the Desert 
Land act, out of 333,131 acres that had 
been entered, and first paym ent made 
upon the same, only 6,627 acres have 
been finally proved up and paid for. 
From this source th e Government has 
received $92,989 in first paym ents, all cf 
which have teen forfeited and the land 
thns entered has reverted to the pnblic 
domain. 
As most of this desert land is 
on the Mcjave, it is hardly necessary to 
say 
to 
any 
one 
who 
is 
familiar 
with 
this 
section 
that 
it 
could 
all have 
been 
irrigated 
if 
works 
for 
that 
purpose 
on 
a 
large 
scale 
bad 
been 
organized 
and 
carried ont. 
But individual locators 
could net do this, and capitalists would 
not advance money for the purpose. 
The Government, however, would take 
no risk in supplying water to these lands. 
I t would be more than recouped in the 
sale of them , and the benefit that would 
arise in the enhanced value of the lands 
to the purchasers is simply incalculable. 
Mr. Patton estim ates that the 4,000,000 
acres of desert land that can be irri 
gated at an expense of $5,000,000 would 
return into the treasury $10,000,000. 
W ithout irrigation it will forever rem ain 
valueless. 
We can w ell understand that 
it is not desirable th a t the Government 
should more than reserve, survey and 
point ont the points of vantage for storage 
of water and distribution, leaving private 
and corporate enterprise to practically 
carry out the w ork; but in places where 
*11, or nearly all, the land to be re­ 
claim ed belongs to the public domain, it 
wonld be proper for the Government to 
undertake all the work of reclamation. 
I t would risk nothing in doing so in the 
Mojave desert, and would make homes 
for thousands of fam ilies, besides dem on­ 
strating the practical method of carrying 
out the best system of storage and distri­ 
bution. 
The 
Arid 
Land Committee arrive 
here this morning. For two days they will 
be in the hands of our local committee, 
who will take them to places where they 
can see for them selves the best results 
of irrigation. They will be shown lands 
rich in production and covered with 
flourishing towns and palatial homes 
w hich 
but a 
few years 
ago were 
m ere 
sheepwalks. 
TheBe 
marvelous 
transform ations 
have 
been 
caused 
by 
irrigation. 
Indeed, 
they 
will 
realize wherever they go in this Southern 
country th at irrigation has turned it 
from a mere cattle range into orange 
groves, 
vineyards and valuable fruit 
farms. 
If they w ant results, they may 
see them here. 


Thu Australian ladybug has so m ulti­ 
plied that there are millions of them now 
doing the beneficent work of destroying 
the white Beale in the orchards of this 
county. 
Kercheval informs us that four 
hundred colonies of the vedolia have been 
distributed to orange-growers and others, 
and that the dem and has been bo far sup­ 
plied as to leave no orchard of im port­ 
ance without them . 
ColonieB have been 
sent to Mr. Elwood Cooper, at Santa Bar­ 
bara and Professor Reaves at Montecito, 
where the scale has made its appearance. 
The Commissioners are now turning their 
attention to the red scale. This insect 
has done considerable damage in num ­ 
bers of places; but recently an enemy 
made its appearance in the Sierra Madre 
Villa orchard. 
A few days since the 
Commissioners, accompanied by 
In­ 
spector Compere, Professor Coquilette, 
Mr. Alex. Craw and Professor Henry, 
of the Madison, Wisconsin, U niversity 
visited the Villa and Santa Anita for the 
purpose of gathering specimens of this 
red scale parasite and studying its habits. 
They found that it had done good work in 
the Villa trees, having rid Mr. Cogswell’s 
orchard almost entirely of the red scale. 
The parasite is a very small insect. A 
quantity of them were gathered, and Mr. 
Kercheval will experim ent with them to 
see if by propagation enough can be had 
to distribute am ongst the affected 
chards. There is a diversity of opinion 
amongst those who have studied their 
habits as to w hether they will propagate 
fast 
enough to m eet 
the 
wants of 
the orchardiets. 
If the Commissioners 
an achieve satisfactory results with this 
new parasite, it will complete the work of 
ridding our fruit trees of their last enemy. 
We understand that some orchardists are 
very successful in fightiDg the red Beale 
wi'.h a resinous wash. Those who have 
kept it down by this process will have 
little difficulty in thoroughly eradicating 
the pest when they receive colonies of 
the new-found enemy.

M a r q u e t t e , M ich., August 31.—Red­ 
mond Hol/.hay, th e Gogebic stage rob­ 
ber, was captured at Republic, in this 
county, this morning. The method b y 
which the capture was effected was as 
clever as the bandit’s own exploits have 
been daring and astounding. There is 
no doubt whatever that Holzhay is the 
eame man 
who startled 
the 
entire 
Northwest about two m onths ago by go­ 
ing, single-handed, through a train on 
the Milwaukee and N orthern railroad at 
Ellis Junction, Wisconsin, and levied 
tribute on a score or more passengers; 
that a few weeks later rode up to a store 
in a small c o u n t r y settlem ent and, at the 
muzzle of a revolver, compelled the p r o ­ 
prietor to contribute the contents of his 
safe, and still later held up a train on the 
Wisconsin Central 
railw ay. Hulzhay 
was brought to this city at 2 p. m. to d a y 
and incarcerated in the County Jail. 


HIS RECENT WANDERINGS. 
To an Associated Press reporter he 
said he had made for th e thick woods 
immediately afterjhe stage robbery. He 
pushed rapidly eastward and struck the 
D uluth, South Shore and Atlantic rail­ 
way about fiity miles east of N estoria: 
there he boarded a train and rode lo 
Champion, the northern term inus of the 
Milwaukee and Northern. 
Republic lies 
ten miles south of Champion, and to tliBt 
point Holzhay made his way afoot. 
He 
applied at the Republic House for lodg­ 
ing and was assigned to a room. 
It was 
about 6 o’clock yesterday afternoon when 
he 
arrived 
there. 
H e 
ate 
sup­ 
per 
and 
an 
hour 
later 
was 
shown 
to his room. 
The landlord 
observed his striking harm ony with the 
description of the Gogebic stage robber, 
and informed the village M arshal, who 
also had been notified by E. E. Weiser, 
a Justice of the Peace. W eiser had met 
the m an on the street. 
The Marshal 
notified Deputy Sheriff John Glode, and 
together they went to the hotel. Finding 
the landlord already suspicious, their 
own suspicions were confirmed, but they 
decided not to disturb the etrangerin his 
room. They were certain he was well­ 
armed and would ehoot if disturbed. It 
was therefore considered best to wait 
until morning and a plan of capture was 
quickly determ ined upon. 
HOW' H E WAS CAPTURED. 
Holzhay aroee at 6 o’clock, ate a light 
breakfast and paid his bill. He had a 
checkered quilt rolled up and bound with 
a sm all rope. In this improvised “ grip” 
he carried a change of clothing. 
Sling­ 
ing the bundle over his shoulder he 
started oil intending to m ake for a Wis­ 
consin lumber camp. 
Officers Glode and W eiser were aw ait­ 
ing his appearance on th e street. 
They 
were dressed in citizens’ clothing to avoid 
arousing suspicion. 
As H o'zhav ap­ 
proached them they walked toward him , 
apparently 
engaged 
in 
conversation 
and paying no attention to the stranger 
at ail. W hen they came near they 
parted to allow Holzhay to pass between 
them. 
No sooner were they abreast 
than the officers seized their man, one at 
each arm and shoulder, and threw him 
to the pavement. 
H olzhay struggled 
and tried to reach his hip pocket, and 
nearly succeeded in doing so. At that 
moment Policeman W halen came up, 
and with his stick gave the prostrate 
m an a rap on the head which quieted 
him , and he made no further resistance. 
Handcuffs were then applied, and the 
terror of N orthern W isconsin and Michi­ 
gan was secure in the hands of the law. 
A purse found on H olzhay’s person 
bore the nam e of A. Fleischbein in large 
letters on thejinside cover. Fleischbein

d u r iD g the attack upon the stage. 
He 
also had two other pocketbooks and three 
revolvers and three gold watches. 


HIS LAST HOLD UP. 
There were iour prom inent poople in 
the Gogebic Etage when it was robbed, 
Donald Maekercbar,of the First National 
Bank of M iuneanolis; A. G. Fleischbein, 
of Belleville, Illinois; A lbert Rantoul, of 
the Bark of M ontreal, Chicago, and 
William Paddon, also of Chicago. When 
he stopped the stage and dem anded that 
the party “ cash in,” one of them began 
firing at him . Ttie robber returned the 
fire. 
Mackerchar was badly wounded, 
but 
will 
recover. 
Fleischbein 
was 
hit twite and fell ont of the coach. While 
the horees dashed away with the rest of 
the party, the robber went through him 
and dieappeared. 
Three hours later 
Fleischbein was picked up and cared for, 
but died that night, 
Parties with blood­ 
hounds at once organized, and a sys­ 
tematic hunt begun, which ended as 
stated. 


SOME OF H IS EARLIER EXPLOITS. 
Holzhay is called the Jesse James of

Dr. Brown-Sequard has in the course 
of *ga* bad MToral predeceMor* in the 
■ame fascinating school of research. Not 
all of the men who, in the course of time, 
hawe claimed to discover a conservator of 
youth have been as honest in the work as 
he. 
The notorious Count Cagliostro, 
whose name is still synonymous with 
fraud, was enabled to carry on his gigan­ 
tic swindles by pretending, among other 
things, that he had discovered an “ elixir 
of immortal youth.’’ 
. . . . 
Cagliostro, who flourished in the lat­ 
ter part of the eighteenth century, did a 
lively business in the “elixir,” that was 
especially popular with the ladies. Cag­ 
liostro assured his dupee that by virtue 
of the specific he had already attained 
his 150th year, and his charming wife, 
his accomplice in the swindle, often 
talked affectionately of her son as an 
“ officer in the Dutch navy.” 
He and his wife conducted a trium­ 
phant tour through Europe until they 
struck the court of St. Petersburg, where 
the Empress Catharine and her Scotch 
physician, Kogereon, who were skeptical 
concerning elixirs, saw through their 
deception, and they disappeared. They 
. came np again in another part of Europe 
and carried on their schemes at fraud 
with varying success until Cagliostro 
was put in jail at Rome for Free 
Masonry. In spite of the virtues of his 
“ elixir of immortal youth,” lie died in 
the fortress of San Leone in his 52d 
year. 
His wife ended her days in a 
convent. 
Albertus Magnus, who was born in the 
latter part of the twelfth century, gained 
so extensive a knowledge of chemistry 
that he was commonly reputed to be a 
sorcerer, and many legends of wonder 
have come down attached to his name. 
Roger Bacon, who was one of the ear­ 
nest scientific inquirers in the realm of 
the mysterious, flourished in the thir­ 
teenth century, though his mind was so 
ly able and his intuitio 
he is regarded as having 
four centuries before bis time. 
He was, 


remarkabl; 
clear that 
his intuitions so 
regarded ae having lived 


for all practical purposes, a modern 
thinker, whoee conception of science 
was just and clear. He completed his 
stndies at Oxford, although little is 
known of his life there. 
He went over 
to Paris ond took the degree of Doctor of 
Theologv, and in 1250 was back to Ox­ 
ford. He was full of vim and aggressive 
in controversy. Of coarse he got into 
trouble on account of his books, and he 
spent fourteen years in prison. 
He 
wrote an enormous number of works, 
though his best known was bis “Opus 
Major.” 
He was a firm believer in astrology 
and the philosopher’s stone, and is re­ 
ported to have, said that he knew that 
the circle had been squared. 
Paracelsus was another 
mysterious 
genius of the past, «who, with a great 
mind, groped in the gloomy chambers of 
knowledge, and, of course, often went 
astray. He gave up all the studies of 
the schools aud set out through the world 
traveling like a journeyman scholar, and 
studying, aB he said, from nature herself. 
He spent years studying all the phe­ 
nomena of mines and the diseases that 
affected miners. Of course he acquired 
a great deal of knowledge that other peo- 
Ele did not possess, and his belief in 
imself was so complete that by sheer 
force of self-confidence he forced others 
to listen to and have faith in him. 
He had his own theories concerning 
the make-up and the moods of nature. 
His eagerness to understand the relation­ 
ship of man to the universe led him to 
the Kabbalia, where these mysteries, as 
he thought, are explained, and from 
these unsubstantial materials he con­ 
structed a visionary philosophy. 
Defective as they may have been and 
unfounded on fact, his Kabbalistic doc­ 
trines led him to trace the dependence 
of the human body upon outer nature for 
4te sustenance and cure. The doctrine 
•f signatures, ***• oonsectlon of every 
part of the little world of iT!*0 
a.cor‘ 
responding part of the great won.. 01 D#‘ 
tqre. was a painful and false exaggera­ 
tion of this doctrine, but the idea carried 
iu its train that of specifics. 
Paracelsus 
had seen how bodies were purified and 
intensified by chemical operations, and 
he thought that if plants and miner­ 
als could be made to wield 
their 
active principles it would surely be 
better to employ these than the crude 
and unprepared originals. 
He had, be­ 
sides by some kind of intuition, arrived 
at the conclusion that the operations of 
the body were of a chemical character, 
and that when disordered they were to 
be put right by counter oppositions of 
the same kind. 
Technically he was not 
a chemist. He did not concern himself, 
either, with the composition 01 his com­ 
pounds or with the explanation of what 
occurred in their making. 
If he could 
get potent drugs to cure diseases he was 
content, and he worked hard in an em­ 
pirical way to make them. 
He was 
probably, too, a believer in the philoso­ 
pher’s stone, the fetish of his age. 
Ponce de Leon, though he was no 
chemist, had an abiding faith that an 
elixir of youth flowed in a fountain some­ 
where in the world. He became con­ 
vinced at one time that the well was sit­ 
uated in the newly discovered land of 
America, and came out here to seek it. 
He didn’t find the fountain, but he did 
discover Florida, the land of flowers. 
He kept np his search for the fountain of 
happy immortality until he died, when it 
is to be hoped he found it. 
From his day to this there have been 
scores of people as earnest as he in 
their belief in the existence of an elixir 
of life. Some of them are simple search­ 
ers in the world of affairs, and others 
grave savants delving into the depths cf 
scientific knowledge.—[Chicago Tribune.

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ORIGIN OF SOME FLAGS. 


Various Standards and En­ 
signs of England. 


TEE VICISSITUDES OF BUNTING. 


W kite for the Royal E nsiffn-F lags 
o f Scotland and Irelaud—The 
Stars and Stripes. 


In the House of Commons on Monday 
week Lord George Hamilton obtained 
leave to bring in a bill to amend the law 
relating to the uee of flaga in the British 
merchant service. From the year 1801 
it haa been the law for merchant vessele 
belonging to this country to fly the red 
«nsign. At the present day, however, if 
they are commanded by the officer of the 
royal naval reserve, and one*third of the 
crew belong to that force, they are al* 
lowed to 
display 
the 
blue ensign 
which is also the flag nnder which, 
by 
Admiralty 
warrant, most yacht 
dabs sail. The Royal Yacht squadron 
possesses the highly prized privilege of 
flying the white ensign, which, since 
1864 has been the only ensign in use iu 
the royal navy. For some considerable 
period before the year jast mentioned 
there were Admirals,Vice Admirals and 
Rear Admirals of the red, the white and 
the blue, and a man-of-war displayed the 
ensign indicated by the color of the Ad­ 
miral in command, and changed it, if 
necessary, on proceeding to another sta­ 
tion or retaining home. 
Since 1864, however, all this haa been 
altered, and the white ensign has been 
the recognized flag of the royal navy of 
this country, just as the red ensign has, 
from the beginning of the century, beeo 
carried, with the comparatively recently 
authorized exception already referred to 
by the mercantile marine. Formerly, 
too, a fleet was supposed to consist of 
three divisions, which bore the names 
of the red, the white and the bine 
squadrons, 
and 
were 
distinguished 
from 
one 
another 
by 
the 
en­ 
signs they bore. The first notice of 
such a division is that which occurs in 
a manuscript report by Pepys, the well- 
known diary writer and Secretary of the 
Admiralty, in which it is stated that 
in the expedition of the Dnke of Buck­ 
ingham against the lie de Rhe, in 1627. 
the fleet was thus organized. 
‘‘The 
Dake,” writes Pepys, “now lying at 
Portsmouth, divided his fleet into squad­ 
rons. 
Himselfe, Admirall and Gen­ 
erali 
in 
Chiefe 
went 
in 
ye 
Triumph 
bearing 
the 
standard 
of England in ye maine topp, and Ad­ 
mirall, particular of the bloody colours. 
The Earl of LindBay was Vice-Admiral 
to the Fleet in the Rainbowe, bearing 
the King’s usual colours in the fore topp, 
*nd a blew flag in his maine topp, and 
was Admirall of the blew colors. The 
Lord Harvey was Rear-Admirall in ye 
Repulse, bearing the King’s usual colours 
in his 'mizen, and a white flag in the 
maine topp, and was Admirall of ye 
eauadron of white colours.” 
‘It is noticeable that in this instance 
the bine flag took precedence of the 
white. Under the Commonwealth the 
blue was relegated to the third place, 
and it continued in that position until 
the distinction of squadronB by means of 
the color of the enmgn they bore wa9 
abolished in 1864. It is clear, uu-o.v., 
that some such distinction was ^necessary 
in the old days when a fleet consisted cf an 
enormous number ot vessels, all told, 
and it is porhaps not quite evident that 
it, or something like it, would not have 
*n be revived e necessitate rex, in the 
event of each a war as should compel us 
to put forth the whole of our naval 
strength. Here, however, it may be as 
well to observe that previous to 1805 the 
Admiral commanding in the center flew 
at the main, not the red flag, but tbe 
Union, familiarly, 
but 
erroneously, 
known as the Union Jack. 
There is an immense amonnt of lore 
connected with national flags and the 
manner in which they have come to be 
adopted. It wonld be useleasattempting 
to give even an epitome of it here, but it 
may be interesting, avoiding heraldic 
terms as mnch as possible, to devote 
some little consideration to tbe subject. 
The portion of the flag, it may be as well 
to explain, nearest the staff, or to tbe 
rope to which it is attached, is known as 
the hoist. Then comes the center, and 
4he outer 
part is described as tbe 
fly. We have already spoken of three 
English ensigns asea under different 
circumstances and conditions. In each 
case the Union occupies the cantou or 
upper part of the hoist, but whereas in 
the red and blue ensigns the remainder 
of the flag is of the color indicated by its 
name, the white ensign has upon it the 
red cross of St. George extending over 
the whole field. This was for a long 
time tho distinguishing flag of England. 
The national flag of Scotland is a white 
Baltire, or St. Andrew’s cross upon a blue 
field—technically, azure, a saltire, argent 
—and what it has been customary to de­ 
scribe as the flag of Ireland is a red sal­ 
tire upon a white field. 
Strictly speaking, however, Ireland 
never had a national flag. 
Before the 
invasion of 1172 the petty king who was 
elected to the chief place coutinued to 
use his own standard. 
For some time 
subsequent to 1172 the standard of Ire­ 
land bore three golden crowns on a blue 
field. Henry VIII substituted harps for 
crowns, for fear, it is said, that the 
latter might be taken for the triple crown 
of the Pope; bat, as Mr. Macgeorge 
points out, tbe harp did not appear 
in the royal standard until it was 
placed there by James 1. in 1603. on the 
onion of the crowns of England and 
Scotland, the first union flag waB formed 
by the combination of 8t. George’s Gross 
with the saltire of Scotland, and it ap­ 
pears that this flag was UBed for ships 
only, though it was not then worn in the 
ensign, but was used separately on the 
“ jack 
staff” 
on 
the 
bowsprit, a* 
-the Union Jack, properly so called, 
now is. To clear this point np once 
and for all, 
let us say that it is 
held by the best authorities that, in spite 
of the usage of the War Office to the 
contrary, the flag usually called the 
Union Jack ought to be spoken of a sth e 
Union flag, ana is only to be described 
by its ordinary title when a small edition 
of it is used as a “jack,” that is, is flown 
from the jack-staff situated formerly on 
tbe bowsprit and now in the bows of a 
man-of- war. 
Daring the Commonwealth the Parlia 
ment expunged the Scottish cross with 
its blue field from tbe Union, and intro­ 
duced the Irish harp on the fly of tbe en 
sign, but the Restoration saw the old 
flag reintroduced, and on the union with 
Ireland at the beginning of the present 
century the Irish saltire was added to it, 
and the flag assumed its present form. 
It most be added that, from a heraldic 
point 
of 
view, 
it 
can 
scarcely 
be celled an eminent success. The writ­ 
ten description, or verbal blazon, given 
of it was correct enough, but thgfUghaa 
r bttn made in accordance with that 


description. The white and red saltires 
—or diagonal crosses, if we may say so— 
of Scotland and England are “ counter­ 
charged.” that is, while in the first and 
third quarters the white is uppermost, in 
the second and fourth the red is upper­ 
most. 
But in 
order 
to meet 
law 
of heraldry 
that color 
__ 
not 
to be placed 
upon color, 
or metal upon metal, it is necessary that 
when the red crosses of England and 
Ireland come in contact with the blue 
ground of the' flag they should be “ fim­ 
briated,” in other words, separated by a 
very narrow border, in this case white. 
This has been done in regard to the Irish 
saltire, bnt the border which is uniform­ 
ly placed round the cross of St. George is 
so wide that it is not a “ fimbriation” at 
all, but forms another cross upon which 
the red emblem of St. George is superim­ 
posed. 
Mr. Laughton, in hie “ Heraldry of tbe 
Sea,” suggests that it was done pu:- 
poeely to maik an ancient tradition of 
the combination of the red cross of En­ 
gland with the white cross of France. 
This, however, cannot have been the 
case, as the written blazon removes all 
doubt as to what was intended. The 
Union flag is seldom flown at sea, except 
as part of the ensign. 
When 
Her 
Majesty is on board any 
vessel 
it 
is hoisted cn tbe mizzen mast, the 
royal standard being hoisted on the 
mainmast and that of the Lord High 
Admiral on the foremast. It flies from 
the mainmast as the flag of an Admiral 
of the Fleet, and it is hoisted, we be­ 
lieve, on board a ship on which a court- 
martial is tak:ng place. It was inserted 
in the ensign in 1707, previous to which 
date the Latter bore tbe English cross 
in the canton. 
The royal standard of 
this country 
has varied considerably 
from time to time. At present it bears 
the arms of England in tbe first and 
fourth quarters, Scotland in the second 
and Ireland in tbe third. It may not be 
generally known that the Prince of Wales 
has a standard cf his own, which is 
always hoisted when be is on board a 
ship. It is the same as the royal stan­ 
dard, except that it bears, to use heraldic 
language, a label argent of three points, 
with the arms of Saxony on an escut­ 
cheon of pretense. 
A national flag, regarding which Eng­ 
lishmen may naturally feel some interest, 
is that of the United States of America. 
Before the Declaration of Independence 
the different colonies used, not always 
without remonstrance» the flig of the 
mother country with the addition of 
some local emblem. The firBt flag, in­ 
deed, adopted 
as a national easign 
by 
tbe 
ships 
of

States, couaisted 
of 
the 
now 
fa­ 
miliar horizontal stripes with the Brit­ 
ish Union in a canton. 
On August 44, 
1771, Congress resolved “that the flag of 
the United StateB be thirteen stripes, 
alternately red and white, and that the 
union be thirteen stars, white in a blue 
field, representing a new constellation. 
Twenty-two years later the number of 
stripes 
and 
stars 
were 
alike 
in­ 
creased 
to 
fifteen, 
but 
in 
1818 
Congress reverted to 
the old thir­ 
teen stripes, the same number as the 
original States, while the number of stars 
was increased to twenty, and it was or­ 
dered that one should be added for each 
new State admitted to the Union. The 
original of the well known French tri­ 
color seems to be involved in obscurity. 
It certainly dates from the Revolution, 
but the qplors seem to have been often 
in horizontal lines, which would make 
them resemble tbe Dutch flag. In 1794 
it was ordered that the flag should be 
adopted as now in'use, and though this 
injunction does not seem to have been 
universally complied 
with, it gradually securea acceptance. 
This country by no means stands alone 
in setting apart a special ensign for tbe 
use of its mercantile marine. 
Among 
European 
States 
Germany, 
Russia, 
Spain. Sweden, Norway and Denmark 
have followed a similar course, as have 
Peru 
and 
Mexico, as 
well 
as a 
number of minor States 
in Amer­ 
ica. 
There 
is 
obviously 
much 
more that might be written regarding 
tbe use of flags afloat. Their employ­ 
ment for the purpose of signaling is 
worthy of notice; so are the international 
usages regarding them, and the limits 
within which they may be honorably 
used for the purpose of deception dar­ 
ing war. To enter upon these subjects, 
however, would lead us too far afield, 
and would cause this article to extend to 
too great a length.—[London Morning 
Poet.

Buenos Ayres is a go-ahead city. Like 
the republic of which it is the capital, 
the town distinguishes itself by its appe­ 
tite for expenditure and borrowing. 
Buenos Ayres possesses some 470,000 in­ 
habitants, and it does not, therefore,rank 
high among the great cities of the 
world. But as regards annual expendi­ 
ture it occupies a nigh position relatively 
to thoee towns which beat it in size. Its 
last budget deals with the tidy sum of 
$15,244,000, of which amount about half 
is met by taxation, and the remainder 
out of a recent loan. The debt service 
alone cost $2,000,000, and sanitary ar­ 
rangements swallowed up a million 
more. The ordinary municipal adminis­ 
tration costs $5,000,000, and the remain­ 
ing $7,000,000 are for extraordinary ex­ 
penditure, such as making and paving 
new streets and building a new hospital. 
With about a third of the population of 
Berlin, Buenos Ayres spends nearly as 
much money, and, in comparison with 
scr^e of the great towns of the United 
Kingdom, the expenditure of the Argen­ 
tine capitol appears most extravigant. 
It is at the rate of over £5 per head of 
the population, aB compared with £4 14s 
in Paris, which is an exceptionably 
heavy-taxed city, ar.d is about double 
the rate of expenditure per head in Lon­ 
don. The taxation alone of Buenos Ay­ 
res is fully £2 10s per head, and that 
only covers the debt service and the 
cost of every-day administration.—[Fi­ 
nancial News.

creased in the Baum ratio from 2,000 000 
barrels in 1863 to over 24,01)0,000 in 1888.

A 
nolle prosequi was entered in the case of 
several of the arrested parties against 
whom no evidence was found. 
The Second Battalion of 
Hawaiian 
Volunteers, comprising all the native 
corps except the King’s G uard, has been 
disbanded, and their arm s will be re­ 
turned to the Government. It is under­ 
stood that this action was based upon the 
report made by W. J. Wood, Adjutant 
and Acting Major, in which he declares 
that he was unable to bring forward any 
men of his command at the tim e of the 
insnrrection. 
The United States man-of-war Nipsic, 
which arrived at Honolulu from Samoa, 
via Fanning island, last month, is now 
on the marine railway at Honolulu u n ­ 
dergoing repairs rendered necessary in 
consequence of the damage sustained in 
the Samoan hurricane.

he was voting the wrong ticket! 
It is 
customary íd all elections to have an 
equal division of election officers at each 
polling place “ for” and “ against.” This 
allotment of fairness was not considered. 
The two chairs and two tables furnished 
each precinct by our committee were 
taken by these election officers, and our 
men were deprived of their lawful prop­ 
erty, plainly marked “ For the Anti­ 
Sewer Bond Committee.” This occurred 
in Precinct B, Second W ard; Precinct A, 
Third W ard; Precinct B, Sixth W ard; 
Precinct B, Seventh W ard, and Precinct 
B, Eighth Ward. 
Our tickets were stolen and hid away in 
Precinct B, Eighth ward. I caught a fel­ 
low iu Precinct B, Seventh w ard,holding 
down our tickets with the Beat of his 
p an ts; in Precinct C of this ward our tick­ 
ets were taken from the table around the 
corner of College street, where they 
were torn in two. Our Deputy Constable 
was obliged to make the election officers 
disgorge our tickets in another precinct. 
Posters wer8 paBted around, “ Beware of 
illegal ballots—get your tickets at #the 
polls.” This subterfuge was done in or­ 
der to intimidate voters from asserting 
their rights and privileges, in order that 
they might see who dared vote against 
the bonds. Did any one see an illegal 
ballot? 
Had the full rote of Los Angeles city 
been recorded yesterday, as it should 
have been, we would have overwhelm­ 
ingly defeated our opponents on an even 
issue, notwithstanding the powerful aid 
rendered them by some of our county offi­ 
cials. W ithout organization the will of 
the people is absolutely powerless unless 
all dare assert their rights at the pollB. 
Such a combination as was developed on 
Friday was unknown to even the wide­ 
awake Loe Angelefios. 
W hy did they 
not array themselves equally in favor of 
the school bonds. 
Let 'he echoes reply!
